Almost all 
kinds of parasitic 
diseases 
were 
found. 


According to Dr. T. E. Munce, di­ 
rector of the llureau of Animal' In­ 
dustry, one animal that 
was posted 
was 
found to contain 
grub, 
lung 
worms, stomach worms, tape" worms, 
nodular disease and intestinal worms. 
While one or two of these arc preva­ 
lent in many flocks of sheep yet:it-is 
rare to find one animal suffering from 
'all of them. 


Additional demonstrations for para­ 
sitic diseases were also held in Wy­ 
oming and Tioga counties. The re­

The purpose of the law is to prevent 
deception in the packing and marking 
of apples in closed packages. It re­ 
quires that the name and address of 
the packer, the name of the variety, 
and the minimum size of fruit shall 
be marked on the package. The law 
also requires that the exposed surface 
of the package shall fairly represent 
the average of the balance of the 
package.
